5 counselors change locations 



Starting college is a new 
experience. It can be frighten¬ 
ing at times. New teachers, new 
surroundings and new people 
can add up to a traumatic time, 
especially for students from 
small towns. 

The counselors’ job is to help 
students adjust to college life, 
said Counseling Director Frank¬ 
ie Muffoletto. 

“The problem right now is 
the students don’t know where 
to find us because we (the 
counselors) have been clumped 
together,” Muffoletto explain¬ 
ed. 


Though few students have 
serious personal difficulties, the 
counselors are always busy with 
schedule changes and such, he 
said. 

“Mid-term and final exam 
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time are pretty hectic times for 
the counselors, with , students 
wanting to make sure that they 


have all of their necessary 
courses,” he added. 

The Counseling Center in 
Jenkins Hall is open from 8 a.m. 
until 4:30 p.m. during the 
semester. The hours increase 
during pre-registration for the 
convenience of working stu¬ 
dents. 


Leard suggests students 
apply for scholarships 


“So provisions have been 
made to spread the counselors 
throughout the campus,” he 
added. 

Four counselors now work in 
the Jenkins Hall Office, two are 
in Pirtle Technology Building, 
two are across from the Student 
Affairs Office in the Student 
Center and one counselor will 
be on the second floor of 
Vaughn Library. Their hours 
are 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 

“We feel this will better 
acquaint students and counsel- 
ors and help us live up to the 
name of ’the friendliest college 
in Texas,'” Muffoletto said. 

. * ‘Students don’t seem to real¬ 
ize that counselors are there to 
help them, whatever the case 
may-be,” Muffoletto said. 

Muffoletto explained that 
moving the counselors out to 
other places around the campus 
is on a trial basis. When 
pre-registration begins, they 
will probably all be back in the 
counseling Center to handle the 
heavy load. 

“We get a few students who 
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come to us with personal prob¬ 
lems, and that’s where our 
counselors are trained to help,” 
he said. 


Ninety-eight different schol¬ 
arships and awards, totaling 
over $20,000, are given away 
annually at TJC. All a student 
needs to do is apply, said Jerry 
Leard, dean of arts and 
sciences. 

The scholarships, usually 
given out in April in $100 and 
$200 amounts, are based on 
need and scholastic achieve¬ 
ment during a student’s fresh¬ 
man year. They are used for 
completion of their sophomore 
year. 

. The awards are given to out¬ 
standing students in the various 
fields of study and are based on 
merit and need also. 

Applications should be picked 


up in the Counselor’s or the 
Registrar’s offices, filled out, 
and returned during January or 
February. The deadline for all 
applications is March 1. 

Everyone is encouraged to 
apply, because as Leard said, 
the scholarships can “only be 
given to students who will apply 
for them.” 

‘ ‘I insist that any student who 
thinks he will have good grades 
and shows some need will not 
hesitate to apply for a scholar¬ 
ship, ’ ’ said Leard.
